A Milanese youth, who joined the chas-| 
sours of the alosin 1859, was reported a+ 
mong the tnissing for a long time, nad was 
supposed to have boon killed at Vareso.— 
He, however, suddenly mado hia re-appear. 
ane at the door of his bouse, and inquired | 
at the porter's lodge about the aged mo- 
ther whom he bad left at home alone, tho 
tenant of on apartment in one of the floors 
of the mansion in the porter Antonib Bog- 
gin's keeping. The porter made a confused 
and starmmeriog answer, and evinced so 
much perturbation, that the young soldier, 
alarmed at the disappearance of his parent, 
and angry at being sent on a fool's errand | 
to Como, where the porter assured him be 
would find the missing perscd, communica: 
ted his sinister suspicions to the police,— | 
Antonio Boggin wa» apprebended, 

This Boggia was a notorious devotee, an 
especial darling of the priesthood of the 
diocese; a pattern Christian, attending mass | 
daily with serupulous assiduity, kneeling 
regularly at the confessional, zealous in the 
instruction of the Catechism in Sunday 
schools; a very snintly, angelic soul io the 
estimation of all the Milan vestries, in 
which be was a constant lounger, The 
pious creature got into 4 rather awkward 
serape in 1855, when he was brought into 
court upon the charge of an attempt to 
murder ane of his creditors, with a view to 
rid himself of the debt and the dun atone 
stroke; but then the whole of the clergy 
stepped forward in his behalf; they gave 
him such a character, they pleaded so hard 
and so loud, that they bore him off trium- 
pbuntly, and the creditor had to thank’ bis 
stars that the tnbles were not turned against 
him, and that he did not exchange places 
with (he prisoner at the bar, 

Priests, however, are rather at a discount 
at Milan since 1859, so that, in spite of the 
intercession of ever so many of, them, th 
potice, at the request of the young ranaaer 
proceeded to a search of the premises of 
which Boggia kept the door; and, digging 
bere aod there, they came to a certain spot 
where, under the pavement of a dark, danip, 
corridor, they fell in with the body of whe 
murdered old lady. 

This first discovery gave the clue to 
many more. It was known at Milan that, 
at different epochs, a blacksmith, an old 
broker, snd a young woodcutter liad ‘mys- 
teriously vanished from their habitual 
haunts, Here was now the key to these

Many of the County aod Township Mu- 
vicipalities have recklessly involved them- 
selves in debt, through the contrivance of 
intriguing men, and the misplaced confi- 
dence of well-meaning men, I would advo- 
cate, So far as is consistent with the honest

With respect to the question of interest 
on money,—I have to say that at the time 
of the last Election, the legal rate was six 
percent.

A great constitutional wrong, to be remedied 
without delay by Legislative enactment. I 
shall give my support to no Government 
whose Premier insultingly considers this 
Upper Canada majority of no more impor- 
lance than ro many “codfish” in the Gaspe 
waters, 

With respect to the question now begin- 
ning to be agitated regarding the funds of 
the Toronto University, I would shy that 
both parties in the House seem agreed up- 
on the policy to"be pursued, which is to li 
mit the expenditure of the Toronto Univer- 
sity to the lowest sum possible so as not to 
impair its efficiency, and divide the surplus 
funds arising from the sale of College tands 
for the support of the bigher grades of ed- 
ucation. My whole life has been a constant 
witness for me in the cause of both common 
and superior education.

CHEAP PIG FEED. 


In the Sommer of 1858, I had two half 
breed Suffolk pigs. T kept them from July 
to October inclusive (four months), exclu- 
sively on waste cabbage leaves, with the ex- 
ceptions of a little dish-water slop from the 
house. They grew very thrifty, and were 
nearly fat enough to kill, The leaves were 
fod raw, just a8 picked from the cabbage 
I bad*a patch of about 1000 cabbages and 
the lower leaves would grow nearly twice 
as fast as I needed them for the pigs. ‘The 
cabbage did not seem to be materially re- 
tarded in growirg and heading. 

To 1857, I fed an voruly cow, that I kept 
tied to astake, exclusively on the plekings of 
the bottom leaves of the cabbage on & patch 
of 660, for four months time. She got 
quite fat.
